2003 has been entered 
in Paper No. 14 since the amendment cancels claims 1-7 drawn to a nonelected 
invention. 

Reasons For Allowance 

Claims 2-4 and 6 have been examined on the merits herein. 
The claimed pharmacutical composition herein employing the particular 
compound in claim 6 is not seen to be taught or fairly suggested by the prior art. 

As indicated in the previous Office Action (March 26, 2003), Applicant's 
amendment submitted December 30, 2002 in Paper No. 10. rewriting the objected claim 
6 which is directed to employing a particular novel compound in the claimed 
composition herein, in independent fonn including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening clairris; and canceling claims 1 and 5. and amending claims 2-4 to 
be dependent from claim 6. have been considered and are sufficient to remove the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C. 112. first and second paragraph, and all prior art rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of record in the previous Office 
Action July 30. 2002. The pending claims 2-4. and 6 are seen to be allowable since the 
specified compound in claim 6. employed claimed composition herein, is not seen to be 
taught or fairiy suggested by the prior art. 

Therefore, Applicant's amendment submitted June 26. 2003 (Paper No. 14) in 
the accompanying the amendment filed December 30. 2002 in Paper No. 10 is sufficient 
to remove all rejections made in the prior Office Action as discussed above and place 
the application in condition for allowance.
